8ib: While cilioial duty does not require, 
official propriety does not preolnde, my re- 
porting to you the gallaut conduct of the 
brave effiorrs and soldiers of Kentucky 
under my command in the great battle of 
Shiloh, on the 7<h inst., I hare made an offi- 
cial report to Brigadier Oeneral Thomas L. 
Grill euden, which you will sea when pub- 
lished. But I have deemed it proper to 
make a more speoial statement to you of the 
conduct of the Kentuckians in my brigade. 
The 11th brigade, commanded by me at the 
battle of Shiloh, was oomposod df the Ninth 
regiment Kentucky Volunteers, Colonel B 
G. Grider, tbe Thirteenth Kentueky Volun- 
teers, Colonel £ H. Hobson, and two Ohio 
regiments, the Ninetpenlh Ohio, Colonel 
Beatty, and Fifty-ninth Ohio, Col. Fyff*. 

After a tedious and wearisome maroh 
through Tennessee, we reached Savannah, 
on tho Tennestee river, twelve miles below 
Pittsburg Landing, on tha afternoon of 
Sunday, the 6th inst , while tbe battle of 
Pittsburg Landing was in progress. Oen. 
Crittenden, having received orders to move 
his forces immediately to the scene of action, 
made arrangement lor a fieet of steamboats 
to transport them to Pittsburg Landing 
We arrived at the Landing at nearlO o'clock 
at night, and, so soon as the steamers were 
moored to the shore, I marched my brigade 
to a point beyond the crest of the hill above 
Pittsburg Landing, passing with some diffi 
oulty through large bodies of the panic- 
8*rioken soldiers cf Gen Grant’s army. I 
formed in line of battle in rear of the forces 
of Gen. Nelson, and remained on oar arms 
during the night in adrsnobing rain. The 
rain ceased by daylight 

Gen Nelson moved his division soon after 
daylight toward tbe left, and advanced 
upon (he enemy, making a fierce and de- 
structive attack upon them aad driving them 
before him. Gen Crittenden moved nis di> 
vision, inoludiug my brigade, to the center 
of the line of attack. Gen McCook, with 
his division, occupUd the line to our right. 
Gen. Crittenden, with hie division, moved 
steadily upon the oeutir, soon engaging the 
enemy with tbs 14 h brigade on my left 
The 11th regiment Kentucky volunteers, 
Col. Hawkins, and 26ih regiment Kentucky 
volunteers, Lieut. Col. Mixwell, with an 
Ohio regiment, drove the enemy before them, 
forcing them to leave their .guns. The ene- 
my being reinforced returned to their guns, 
and the 14th brigade having been withdrawn 
to reform, Ger. Crittenden directed me to 
order up the 18 ih regiment. Col. E H. Hob- 
■on. This brave and gallant officer re- 
sponded with alacrity, and, at the head of 
hia regiment, led them to a furious attack 
upon the enemy, driving them before him 
with great slaughter, and, forcing them to 
desert their guns, captured two pieces of 
ihe<r artillery. 

CoL Hobson, MsjerHobfion, acting Lieut. 
Col., and Capt. Towles, acting Major, de 
ported themselves with great coolness and 
courage, os did their officers and men. 
Captains Thompson, Duncan, Caldwell and 
A> julant Stuart and all others deported 
themselves with gallantry and courage. 
There was a slight reooil of the rear line of 
Col. Hobson’s regimen*, caused by a remi 
nant of Wisconsin troops breaking through. 
No offioers and men ever deported them- 
selves with more steady eourage than Col 
Robson and all his officers and men. Tbe 
9th Kentucky, Col. B. 0. Grider, I had 
ordered up to the left to support Captain 
Mendeaball’s battery, and to meet and drive 
back the enemy where they were placed In 
position by Gen Crittenden. 

The enemy deflecting his attack to my left 
in direction of Captain Mscdenhall’s bat- 
tery, Major Gen. Buell in person ordered 
Col. Grider to advance upon the enemy and 
•ngagehim. No sooner was the order giv- 
en than Col. Grider with his noble regi- 
ment, made the all aok Tho enemy, mainly 
ooncealed, awaited his near appro aok, when 
(hey let loose upon him a terrible aad de- 
struotive fire. Although many of his offi- 
cers and men fell under the first fire, Col. 
Grider held bis regiment steady and ad 
vanoed upon the enemy, firing into them 
volley upon volley with doadty effect, driv- 
ing them before him, until they fled precip- 
itately, deserting their guns, four pieces of 
artillery, whioh were captured by OoL Gri- 
der. Some idea may be formed of the fieroe- 
nesB of the conflict, and of the unflinching 
bravery of Col. Grider aad his men, from 
the fact that he lost three oommissioned 
officers killed, and ten oommisBioned officers 
wounded, fourteen privates killed and sixty- 
two wounded. Few regiments sustained so 
hiavy a loss. C^ptainsr Gam, Bailey, Vet- 
ter, Austin, Adj’l Grider and Lieut. Under- 
wood, and indeed all of his officers and men, 
with few exceptions, displayed extraordi- 
nary courage and determined bravery. Our 
noble old Stale may feel a just pride in the 
oondnot of the gallant Uol Grider and Col. 
Hobson, and (heir brave men en the field of 
Shiloh. 

Besidei the commendable and gallant 
oonduot of my staff mentioned in my offi- 
cial report, 1 ought to have mentioned to 
you the names of my esoort, all Kentuck- 
ians; Sergeant South, privates Key, Mo- 
Grew, Garner, and volunteer esoort Frank 
Pope, of Louisville, all of whom were in 
the midst of the fight, and displayed the 
greatest fidelity and courage. They were 
detailed as my escort, from the cavalry regi- 
ment of the gallant Col J. 8 Jackson, and 
are worthy specimens of that noble regi- 
ment. Some of the facts stated in this let- 
ter were omitted from my report, partly 
because it was hurriedly written, and be- 
cause the main facts here seated are set 
forth in the reports of the regimeatal com- 
manders, whioh are referred to as a part of 
my report. 

I thought it would bo gratifying to you 
and the Military Board, and to the loyal 
peeple of Kentucky, to hear in a speoial 
communication seme account of the gallant 
oonduot of the Keaiuckians at Shiloh. In 
speaking of them espeeially here, I would 
not and do not intend to abate in any de- 
gree the just meed of praise due to the no- 
ble Ohio regiments which oons'iinted nne- 
half cf my brigade. Colonel Beatty, 19ih 
Ohio, and Colonel Fyffe, 59th Ohio, oontrib 
uted to (he eucoeea on the 7th instant, and 
00 operated with my other regiments, and 
all the men and offioers deported themselves 
with courage and gallantry. 

So far as I have heard, all the Kentueky 
troops engaged in the battle ol Shiloh dis. 
played great coolness and ooorags, and 
sustained the ancient renown and glory of 
the Commonwealth.

To attempt anything of a general review 
this evening thet would be cf the least sat- 
isfactory nature, would be uselese; never- 
theless. to keep up a record of events, finan-’ 
oial and commercial, we resume our weekly 
task. We entertain hopes that the future 
in store for our city will remunerate us for 
all tbe trouble and despondesoy which is 
now suspending over the oommunity. 

At the date of our last weekly fumneary, 
the ports below the city were invested, 
eausiag considerable anxiety in finanoial 
oirolea pariioolarly, so much so that it was 
deemed advisable by our mandaters to take 
preliminary steps to plaoe their valaatles 
in a more safe place of seeurity than the 
▼auHe were supposed to afford. Monday 
and Tueeday thrao of tbe banks redeemed 
their oiroulation, others in part. On Wed. 
nesday a general request was received from 
the authorities in Richmond for the banks 
to refrain from the farther paying out of 
coin. On Thursday morning our oommunity 
ia general was astonoded to learn that sev- 
eral veesels of the Federal fleet had passed 
the forts belCw. A general scene of contu- 
sion aad excitement ensued. Some of the 
bank* requeated then- depoaitora to withdrav all 
their tin boxea and valuablra on apeeial depoaU 
and declining to receive depoaita At meredian 
two of the banks closed tbeir doors, de- 
clining to transact any further business. 
Notes, of ooursA, went unpaid, though there 
were few falling due. On Friday the ex- 
citement and panio were still farther in- 
oreassd by the artival of the enemy’c ves 
■els in front of the etiy. Tke banks were 
immediately olosed, and have remained 
olosed since. When they will open again 
for regular business, it is impossible to 
predict or foretell. 

In tbe meantime, our eurreney is in per- 
fect state of chaos, although it is hoped the 
panio connected with it has run its course, 
and that on Monday we may witness a calmer 
state of affairs. As for the individual 
iBBues, alias shin plasters, of parties of 
heretofore standing and responsibility, we 
are not aware that the occurrences of the 
week, the disasters in our situation, will in 
the least weakgp or impair their solidity; 
yet It cannot be denied that measures should 
be taken to repress the further ieaue of 
change notes on the part of many makers, 
of whose responsibility there are many 
doubt I. 

We oannot observe any impropriety in 
again suggesfing that an Aseooiation be 
formed by some dosen or more individuals, 
to be denominated the ’‘Change Aseocia- 
tion,” to issue small notes for notes of large 
denominations — the proceeds of these change 
notes to be held in trust for the redemption 
of the same. A flnotuatiag currenoy is a 
pest, and during a cri(>ia of the present 
‘magnitude fluatuation will attend the daily 
routine of current movements. If we oould 
return forthwith to a specie currenoy, it 
would redound forthwith to the good of all. 
True, millions of dollars of the coin that 
were here are now no longer here. All ex 
pectalion that ooin payments would be con- 
tinued on the part of our banks (provided 
they do open doors again) must be for the 
present abandoned. In many instances, 
during the past few days, there has been 
discarding of the general currenoy of the 
Confederacy. This added confusion and 
uBcerlainty to the present position of affairs. 
In all probability there may possibly fol- 
low partial resumptions in (lealings in coin; 
that is, if all the ooin in private hands and 
outside parties has not taken wings and 
flown away. 

There were no returns from the banks to 
the Board of Currenoy to-day. 

The movements in produce daring the 
week have been confined to sugar and mo- 
lasses, chiefly before Friday. There were 
sales of 1,500 hogsheads of sugar and 4,500 
barrels of molasses. Oa Friday a lawless 
rabble, it oau be termed, oommenoed, dur- 
ing the burning of ootton, tho breaking up 
of hogsheads of sugar, and foroiag barrels 
of molasses, carrying it off in tbe most ap- 
proved style of agrarianism. The scene at 
the sugar depot at this time is too desolate 
to require more than a brief notioe in ihie 
cglnmn. 

Tbe various wholesale jobbing and retail 
stores and shops have been olosed since 
Thursday. Onr streets and avenues, there 
fore, present a very gloomy aspect. Under 
the assurance of the oomqianding officer of 
the United States forces opposite the city, 
many stores may be opened next week 
The Mayor has also requeated the keepers of 
groceries aad provision houses to open 
tbeir doors and supply tha public as far as 
they can. 

In the meantime, if we take a distant 
view of the crisis, we may well inquire, 
“From whence is our oommnnity to obtain 
supplies of provisions and breadstuffs.’’ 
Starvation and famine really stare one half 
of our population in the face. We are 
blookaded above and below — all round in 
f«ot. The Jaokson Railroad Company hav 
suspended its regular trains; oommunioa- 
tion with Red river — from whioh section 
several boat loads or parts of loads of sup- 
plies were expected, having been perohased 
by the Committee of Safety — is debarred by 
fear of oapture by the invading squadron 
The food question looks disheartening 
unless some providential act turns up in our 
favor. 

All transactions ia bonds, notes and 
stooka have been brought lo a close by the 
events of the past three days. When they 
will be resumed it is difficult to anticipate, 
prophesy, or predict. Brokers, oipitellsts, 
and dealers stand aghast, as it were, at the 
position of the nation. We can only hope 
we may have a ehange for the better to 
ohroniole in a few days 

SiRQCLAn CooLBiss Ubdir Fieb — Gol. 
A. Willich, commander of the Indiana Ger- 
man Thirty-second regiment, whioh had the 
brilliant fight some months since, at Mnn- 
fordsville, has sent in hie report of the 
action of hie regiment at Pittsburg. They 
had ten killed and ninety-five wounded. 
Every single officer and all the privates, 
with but few exceptions, fought with the 
utmost bravery and coolness under the 
hottest fire. “As a proof of the latter, I 
will mention,” eaye Colonel Willich, “that 
when their firing beoame a little ‘wild’ dar- 
ing the last charge, I stopped the firing 
and drilled them in the manual of arms, 
whioh they all went through as if on the 
parade ground; they then opened a deliber- 
ate, steady, and effective fire.” 

f^'The representations that the border 
State men contemplated a withdrawal from 
Googress is a oalumny upon aolass of men, 
who have, more than any others in the 
National Legislature, exhibited devotion to 
the country.

They told the people every, 
where that the South oould not get her 
righti He hsdbeenDoeupporterof Mr. Lin- 
coln, but opposed his election laaioosly, but 
determined to submit to the ohoioe of the 
m»jority. All parties before the Presiden 
tiai elcetion denied that they would be for 
disunion in the event of L nooln’s eleetion. 
What exease was there then for the rebel 
leadertT None whatever. The rebellion 
was nnjast and oauseleea. It had not the 
ahadaiB of a pretext [Lend cheers ] Slavery 
w'aa aot the real oaaee, for when Liaoolo 
was elected it wae better protected than it 
ever had been befora. Oongrese met in 
Decembir. The States were going off and 
left the Republicans with an overwhelming 
majari* yin both Houses. Bat they established 
non intervention in tbe Ur/itiries, and pro- 
hibited the territorial legislation from taxing 
slaves higher lh»n other property. The fire- 
eaters told the people the Repablioaoa were 
going to establUh negro eqnality. But the 
Republicans by a two thirda vote recommend- 
ed an amendmeat to the Coneiitotioa pro- 
hibiting Congress from intermeddling with 
slavery in the Slates. What more oould we 
ask?

The latter would 
run up under the other’s huge sides and, 
seoure from her guns, could work her own 
pleasure. The armor of those vessels be- 
ing only four and a half inches thiok, oonld 
not resist the Monitor’s shot at the distanee 
of thre* hnndred yards, and at elose quar- 
ters would be perforated without the least 
diffienlty. To replate the veseels now built, 
or te build new ones, would require se veral 
months; and when completed, the veseels 
(in order to be sea worthy), would be of 
sneh bulk, and eo deeply sunk, that they 
oonld not approach a single harbor on onr 
eoest.

My brother 
(George Roberts) said that he had jn.st paid 
about (60 to get his wounded son home, 
and he would * * if he would eland it. He 
said that they had the power over ns, but we 
would not stand it. I then stopped him and 
said there would be another day. Then we 
went to Mr. Farris’ tavern, a Union houae, 
to get tne wnitky for his eon; and the 
Jeff Davis boys followed us there. Some 
of them remarked that they were eerry the 
thing had happened, jtnd agreed there was 
to be nothing said abont it. Some of them 
treated, and said, “Come up and drink, and 
let ua have no more of iu’’ Before we left 
I treated, and Mked them up to drink to 
reiura the oempiiment. Some of them re. 
fused to drink; and after I paid for the 
treat, Mr. Luior asked Mr. Bouts to oome 
up and take sjme Jeff. Davis whisky * *. 
I observed to Mr. Luior that I asked you 
all to drink. He replied “That if 1 did not 
like it, I oonld go * *, and if I wanted any - 
thing ont of him, that I oonld get it.’’ 
Just as he aaid that, I drew my spear and 
eeoked it into him; then I told brother 
George to let ns oroee the river. As soon 
M we got into the ferryboat they oommeno- 
ed shooting at os, and we had to 1*7 
down te save our lives. They fired about 
twenty ronnds with pistols and shot guns 
On the next day we gathered up about thirty 
men, and went over to Grals to settle it; bnt 
Grais WM evacuated by the rebels. The 
charge that we retnrned to Henry and 
invited a eiiizen to leave, is all false; we 
never invited any oilixen of Henry county 
to leave.

Fort Wright, May 10 — We, Missourians, 
eoooluded to oelebrate to day as the anni- 
versary of the Camp Jaekson maasaore 
We have shown the enemy we still own the 
Miesissippi, and can run the blookade when- 
ever we choose. We gave them a few bullets 
this morning to show them our power. After 
a handsome eorimmage of 30 minutos, we 
backed down the river, with two killed and 
eight slightly wounded. Our officers are 
all safe, and our gunboats uninjured. All, 
from Commodore down to powder boy, be- 
haved like soldiers.

Washinoton, May 14 — The first bill re 
ported by Mr. Elliott from the speoial oom«

Vice President, Member of Gongroes, 
Judge of any Court, Cabinet officer, For- 
eigu Minieter, Commiseioner, or Consul of 
the Bo-oalled Confederate States. 

3 Any person aeting as Governor of 
Slate, Member of Convention or Legiela- 
ture, of any Conrt of the so-oalled Con- 
federate States. 

4. Any person w^o, having held an office 
of honor, trust or profit in tho United 
Slates, ehall hereafter hold aa office ia the 
so-called Confederate States. 

6 Aay person hereafter holding any 
offioe or agency under the so-oalled Confed- 
eracy, er any ef the several States of said 
Oonfederaoy or laws thereof, whether such 
office or agency bo national, state or muni- 
cipal in its eame or eharaoter. 

6. If any person, holding property in aay 
loyal State or territory of the United States, 
or in the Dietriet of Colnmbia, ehall here- 
after aeeis and give aid and oomfor to eueh 
rebellion, tho said estate, property, money, 
stocks, oredits and effeote of these pereone 
are declared lawful eobjeets of oaptnre

The stnamere belonging to the mortar 
flotilla were to eefilade the water battery 
eoBunanding iheapproaohes — ■ earners Har- 
riot Lans, West fit Id, Owaeeo, Clifton and 
Marine, the Jackson towing the Ports- 
mouth. The veeeels were rather la'e in 
getting under weigh nnd into line, and did 
not get fnirly etaried until 8 80 a m., nnd 
the unusual bueile apprised the garrison 
that something wns going on. Injan hour 
imd tea minutes after the veteels had 
weighed anchor they paeeed the forte, un- 
der a m wt (emfic Are, which they returned 
with intereeC The mortar fleet rained 
down ehells on Fort Jackeon, to try and 
keep the men from the guts, while the 
ateamert of the mortar fleet poured ia shrap- 
nel upon tke water batiery commanding tke 
appronoh at a short distaooe, keeping them 
comparatively quiot. When the last vessel 
of ours could bo been, among the fire and 
smoke, to (>aM the bettery, signal was 
made to the mertan to ooaoe firing, and the 
flotilla eteameie were directed to retire 
from a coateet that would noon become 
nnnqunl. 

It was now daylight and the fleet having 
panned along, tke forts began to pay thoir 
aUontion to our little squadron of nteamere; 
tho Portsmouth, which was being towed up, 
nnd three of the gunboats whioh failed to 
pass through. These latter became en- 
tangled ia eome wrecks nnd chains plaoed 
in tho river to obotruet. and whioh were 
only partially removed. Ose of these ves- 
sels, the Winona, got through a« far ae Fort 
Bt. Phillip, bnt having all the gune bearing 
on her she eeneibly retired. The Itesoe 
wee fairly riddled and had a shot through 
her boiler, end the Kennebec escaped un 
hurt I am disposed to think that oar 
squadron reoeived but little damage, con- 
si denag the unequal contest, one hundred 
and forty-two g uaa on board skip, opposed 
tc one hundred on chore pieced in n ao»t 
commending position. For twenty minutes 
after the ahipe passed, the forts fired very 
feebly <m the vessels that remained ontside, 
so maek so that the Portemonth was enabled 
to drop with the enrrent out of gun shot, 
though the ehot fell pretty freely about her 
St last. I think the fire from the ehips 
■tut heve bees very deetmc ive of life. * 

The lent we sew of our vessels they were 
standing up the river. Seme explosion 
took place, which made ns feel rather 
bnt which may have been the rebel 
gunboats. We could oee that our squadron 
had not deeiroyed all the enemy’s vessels 
at the fort, for three or four of them were 
moving ebont in all direotione, evidently in 
n state of exoitement. 

Before the fleet had got ont of eight it was 
reported to me that the oelebrated ram 
Manaseae was coming out to attack us, and 
ears enough thme she was, apparently 
Mnnding along ehore, ready to ponnoe upon 
the apparently def-neeless mortar vessels. 
Two of our steamers and eome of the mortar 
veesols opened fire upon her, but I soon dis- 
covered Lha< the Manassav could harm no 
one again, and I ordered the vessels to save 
thoir shoe She was begianiag to emit 
smoke from her ports or holes, and was 
diseovered to be os fire and sinking. Her 
pipes were all twisted and riddled with 
•hot, and her ball was also well cut up 
She had evidently been used up by the
